Burgess said a physician 
should be sent to the house in the 
meantime, and the trustees sent Dr. 
Shay to tile house. 
When th«‘ infirmary directors were 
notified they refused to assume charge 
and said the board of health should 
look after such cases. 
The township 
trustees referred the matter to Prose­ 
cuting Attorney Brookes for an opin­ 
ion on the matter. 
When Burgess went to the house 
this morning he received the inform! 
tion that no physician had been there 
since yesterday afternoon, and one of 


I the children had suffered with spasms 
during the night. 
The township trustees when inter­ 
viewed stated that they had sent their 
physician to the 
house again 
and 
would take charge of the case until 
a decision is rendered by the prosecu­ 
ting attorney. 
Should he rule that the work be­ 
longs to the board of health, then it is 
argued that council should pass an 
ordinance creating a city poor board, 
whose 
duty it will be to look after 
the poor and needy of the city and to 
avoid disputes of this kind in the tw 
ture.

Dam W ill Be Located N ear W alker, 
and Means a Splendid 
H arbor.

Dam No. 8, which will be located 
In the Ohio river at a point near Walk­ 
er’s, Will be built and it will not be 
many years until that section is the 
sei ne of busy activity. 
The dam means much to this city, 
as it will give us a splendid harbor 
and we will be able to get coal by 
boat the year round from Pittsburg. 
The manufacturers and business men 
of the city are well pleased, while 
Post master W. H. Buries is probably 
the happiest man in town. 
He has 
labored hard at all times for the dam 
and was the prime mover in the pro­ 
ject. 
The dam means the expenditure of 
$850,000 right here in our midst. 
A Washington dispatch says: 
"At a meeting of the committee on 
rivers and harbors held yesterday aft­ 
ernoon provision was made for four 
new locks and dams, 
which, when 
complete, will cost 
over 
$3,000,000. 
These new structures, with the 
six 
under contract, will represent ah in­ 
vestment of something like $800,000,- 
000.” 
The committee today took favorable 
action on No. 8 below East Liverpool, 
No. 11 below Wellsburg, No. 14 below 
Sistersville and No. 89* below Cincin­ 
nati at Cullum’s Hi Alo. 
For each of the first three 
men­ 
tioned a cash appropriation of $50,000 
is made to be used in the purchase of 
land for the locks. 
For the lock below Cincinnati there 
is a cash allowance of $100,000. 
The 
work, which will require three years 
for its completion, is just under the 
continuing contract system. 
The expenditure for each of the up­ 
per loc*lea and dams is to be $850,000, 
of which $250,000 Is to lie spent on 
each of the locks. 
The limit of cost 
for each of the 
throe tipper dams is 
$000,000. 
As work on them cannot 
begin until 1904, there is no allowance 
of cash. Action in placing them under 
the continuous contract system 
coni 
mits <'Ongross to the project. 
A committee consisting of Represen­ 
tatives Acheson. Dovener and Lester 
was appointed as a sub-committee on 
the Ohio river to ascertain from 
the 
chief of engineers what bridges 
are 
proving 
obstructions to 
navigation, 
when built* by whom built, 
and by 
what authority, and to report what 
action is necessary by the government 
to compel their reconstruction so as 
to comply with the requirements nee- 
essary to prevent their continuing sh 
obstructions to navigation. 
A statement was furnished tho com­ 
mittee from the 
chief of engineers 
showing that there has been over $1,- 
000,000 lost on the 
Ohio 
river 
by 
reason of collisions with the piers. The 
coal men estimate, however, that this 
Is only one-third of the loss, because 
they are compelled to hire additional 
steamers and pilots to get their coal 


fleets safely past the piers. Represen­ 
tative Acheson and Dovener have uni­ 
ted in a request to the chief of engi­ 
neers to divide the Ohio river into two 
engineering districts, the first to bo 
from Pittsburg to Marietta, and 
tho 
second from Marietta to C^airo. 
In the first district there are already 
seven dams under construction. 
Two 
more will probably be 
authorized by 
the bill now under consideration, Nos. 
11 and 14. 
No. ll will be located just 
below Wellsburg and will give a har­ 
bor to Steubenville. 
No. 14 will give 
a harbor at Sistersville and New Mar­ 
tinsville.

The nu- 
meroue friends of Martin

The letter is as follows: 
“Sorsogon, Oct. 30, 1900. 
“Friend John—While 
I 
have the 
chance I will drop you a few lines to 
let you know that I still exist. 
“Well, w’e are still at Sorsogon. The 
rainy season has started and it rains 
almost 
every day and is raining to 
beat the hand now’. 
“The Filipinos have not been caus­ 
ing quite so much trouble of late, and 
the boys don’t have to go scouting 
so much. Two weeks ago Lieutenant 
Stagie of our company and 20 men 
marched about 18 miles into the moun­ 
tains and surrounded a Filipno colonel 
and his stafT and took them by sur­ 
prise. It was quite a surprise 
to see 
them coming in. 
They were in full 
uniform. 
I guess they will be sent 
to Manila on the next 
steamer that 
conies in and 
will 
then get 
their 
trials. 
These are the devils that arc caus­ 
ing so much troulde. 
T h ey 
get in 
small bands through 
the 
mountain 
passes and when our boys go out in 
small parties 
they ambush 
them. 
This is the only kind of lighting there 
is now. and I guess it will be that way 
for years to come. 
We just had our monthly inspection 
and muster today, and if there is any­ 
thing a 
soldier hates it is this, 
as 
you have to have everything looking 
like a new dollar. 
“I wish you could see some of the 
insects we 
have 
to 
contend with. 
Ants are the most troublesome of all 
and you cannot let anything that is 
eatable 
stand one minute or there 
are millions of ants In it. and we have 
became so used to them that we never 
think of picking them out 
“I don’t think it will be long until 
we leave for old America, and it can 
not come too quick for 
me. 
This 
country might be all right for th® 
Filipinos, hut not for m e . 
There s 
some talk that w e are going to be 
sent to Manila, hut I guess that Is too 
good to he true. 
“There is a cyclone going over th® 
town now, and I don't think th* 
A• I 
ba anything left of teh barracks if 
it keeps up. 
I learned from one of 
the natives that cyclones 
are very 
common during the rainy season. 
“I guess you are having ail kin s 
of excitement over the el* > tion, but 
am too many thousand mlle> awa> to 
vote, so I will not talk about it
